A STATEMENT BY SPEAKER REED. 


Be Says the Bill Was Referred to the 


Committee on Coinage, Weight! and 
Measures According to the Rule! of 
the House—The Speaker Sustained— 
What Senator Gorman Says About the 
Newapaperi. 
WASHINGTON CITY. June 31.—There was 


a buzz of earnest conversation in the house 
when the speaker called it to order Satur- 
day. "What will be the next move?" was 
the single topic discussed. The little knot 
of Democratic 
leaders were 
gathered 


around Bland's seat, and it was evident 
that a plan of action was being mapped 
out 
The speaker announced, immedi- 


ately after the journal had been approved 
without objection, that the pending ques- 
tion was a motion to reconsider the vote 
by which the yeas and nays on the motion 
of McKinley, to lay on the table the appeal 
of Bland from the decision of the Bpesiker 
that Bland's resolution providing for the 
consideration of thp senate silver bill was 
out of order. Bland said that he wanted 
to withdraw the appeal, but McKinley ob- 
jected to this. 


McKlnley's Motion In Order. 


This brought Blount of Georgia to his 


feet with a, question of order. He held 
that the business on the speaker's table 
tbould be disposed of before other busi- 
AfSB could betaken np, swarding to the 
rules. Springer of Illinois thought Bland 
had a right to withdraw hia appeal. After 
a short controversy ii/ was decided that 
McKinley's motion to lay Bland's appeal 
on the table was in order, and on it the 
yeas and naya were ordered. Before the 
vote was announced, most of the Demo- 
crats who had voted, withdrew their votes. 
The re.sult was yeas 140, naj s 45, and the 
appeal was laid on the table. 


A Statement from the Speaker. 


Bringing his gavel down on the desk 


several times, the speaker finally managed 
to secure almost perfect quiet. Then ris- 
ing in his chair, he made a long statement 
concerning his action in referring the sil- 
ver bill to the committee on coinage, 
weights 
and 
measures 
nod 
the 


subsequent proceedings in

conclusion he announced that the bill hoc 
been referred according to the rules, to 
the committee on coinage, weights anl 
measures, and aa appeal could be taken 
from that reference. Bland immediately 
appealed, and McKinley as quickly movec 
to lay that appeal on the table, Amic 
shouts of "vote, vote, and no debate.' 
Bland hoped that some debate might be 
allowed and this waa finally agreed to 
Bland argued that the bill hod been 
wrongly re/erred and was properly before 
the house. 


A Denial from Springer. 


He was followed by Springer who, after 


quoting from the rules of the house, made 
the assertion that the silver bill was the 
only bill of its status that had been so re- 
ferred. Peters of Kansas denied thia He 
said that all appropriation bills with sen- 
ate amendments were referred, when they 
came back to the house, to the committee 
on appropriations. "I deny it, I deny it," 
cried Springer vehemently. If the opinion 
o£ the chair in referring the bill to the 
committee on coinage, was not sustained, 
he said, the bill would still be before the 
house. The bill had been so referred in 
tlie face of the demand of a majority of 
the house and of the people of the country 
for its pat-sage, with the senate amend- 
ments. 


To Stifle the Minority. 


Crisp, of Georgia, believed that the pres- 


ent rules were extremely vicious. They 
bad been so construed an to completely 
stifle the voice of the minority. They were 
for the purpose of enabling the majority 
to do busmeus. The majority now desired 
Ui do business. If the majority were 
allowed to do what was right, before the 
mm went down, the people of the country 
would have what they wanted. Townsend, 
of Colorado, a Republican, made a vigo- 
rous protest against the reference of the 
bill to the committee on coinage. No op- 
portunity had been given, he said, to offer 
amendments while the bill was under 
debate in the house. He thought that if 
the bill went to the committee on coinage 
again that free coinage would be killed. 
His constituency looked on demonetization 
as an infamous crime. 


Protecting Agalnrt the Reference, 


Townsend said he would vote in every 


way he could to get up the consideration 
of the bill. Morrow of California, Bartme 
of Nevada, Herrman of Oregon, and Car- 
ter of Montana, all Republicans, followed 
in the same vein, each protesting against 
the reference of the MIL Clements of 
Georgia (Democrat), also spoke, contend- 
ing that the silver question was not a 
party measure. 
Buckalew of Pennsyl- 


vania, a Democrat, thought the bill had 
been properly referred. He hoped that 
ample opportunity would be given for its 
consideration. Fitch of New York, another 
Democrat, said he would vote to send the 
bill to the committee on coinage, where it 
could be fully discussed. Cannon of Illi- 
nois argued in favor of the reference of 
the bill to the coinage committee. 


Finally McKinley's motion to lay on the 


table Bland's appeal from the decision of 
the speaker, was adopted; yeas, 144, nays, 
117. The house then adjourned. 


THE PRESIDENT INTERESTED 


In the Fight In the Uoune Over the Silver 


Illll. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 21.—The presi 


dent ia very much interested in the fight 
in congress over the silver bill, and while 
he discusses the situation with those who 
call upon him he is nevertheless very cau- 
tious and discreet about what he says. A 
Republican member of the house tried to 
draw him out on the subject and ascertain 
what sort of bill he would be willing to 
approve, but the president declined to 
commit himself and said that congress 
must first do its duty and he would then 
try to do his.S 


The President'* Wlshefk 


The fact of the matter is that if there 


was a better understanding between the 
president and the co-ordinate branch of 
the government, legislation would slip 
along a great deal more smoothly. The 
president has indicated his wishes in re- 
gard to silver legislation very plainly. 
He desires the passage of the Windom 
bill, but that is out of the question, and 
when he was once convinced that such 
was the case he declined to confer any 
farther, and no one has since been able to 
secure from him an expression of hU 
views or wishes on the subject. He per- 
mits, however, the impression to remain 


uxMontradicted that he would veto a free- 
coiaage bill

First, we would like to know if any other 


convention in the entire North has ever gone 
so far as to forbid the soldier in gray to 
mark the resting place of his dead com- 
rade ?

THE FORMER ARE BADLY ROUTED. 


Tho Disturbance Occurred at Ilrood Cove, 


Port-au-Fiirt, and Wan Ci>uxr<l by the 
French Ordering NowfoumllamU'rfl to 
Take Up Their Nets til Which They 
Were Catching Malt—Several Men In- 
jured bat Nobody Killed. 
NEW YORK, June 21.—A Herald special 


from Bay St. George, N. F., gives nn ac- 
count of n disturbance which occurred 
at 
Btuad Cove, Port-uu-Port, bet \\eeu 


French and Newfoundland 
tiiiiermcu. 


Twenty schooners had put* into the cove 
for the purpose of O'ltchiiig bait, fi.sh to be 
used in the tiiv.nd banks cud lishiiig. 
Seven itf tin •,! h,Miners were Fwnch, three 
or four Am nc.ni, and the others New- 
fonndlau,ii*i •>. Tliey were all iu ,'i hurry 
to get, their bait und get out to the banks. 
The Newfoundlanders and Americans got 
into the cove first and their nets took up 
about all of the choice places for catching 
the small bait fish. When the French 
schooners c.imu iu their masters ordered 
the Newfoundlanders to take up their 
nets immediately, resting their order on 
the treaty which gives the French prior 
rights to shore fishing. Tlie Newfound- 
land men refused to obey, and the French 
made an attack on tli'ir dories und en- 
deavored to diive them away. 


IE«jtreiit off (lit1 l-'reilch. 


After a lively fight, in which clubs, oars, 


boat hooks and similar weapons were 
freely used, tho French were compelled to 
retreat. No one was killed or fatally 
wounded, but there were many broken 
bones and anuniber of badly beaten sailors. 
After their defeat the French retreated 
up the shore a short distance. Later the 
Newfoundlanders, after having secured 
all the bait they wiinlr'l, took up the nets. 
When the news reached Bay St. George, 
two Fredch men-of-war and one British 
cruiser sailed for Port-au-Port, and it is 
thought there will be no further trouble. 
Fisherman who brought the news differ as 
to whether Americans took part iu the 
row. One bays they helped the British beat 
the French. Another says they took no 
part iu the tight.

The necessary financial arrangements 
being made it was necesaary to go to work 
at once in order to get a track and grounds 
ready for the next season. To accomplish 
this would require some very lively hust- 
ling, and by this time it was the middle of 
December.

•Ihey formulated a plan of operation that 
'has resulted in giving Decatur, what is in 
the opinion of all horsemen who have in- 
spected it, the most admirably arranged 
grounds, the handsomest and most commo- 
dious amphitheater that can be found in 
the state and as fine a half-mile track 
as bver a record was broken on. Last fall 
the grading for the track was done, and as 
soon as the weather would permit this 
spring the wotk was taken up and pursued 
with unremitting vigor until the present 
time, when the finishing touches are beiog 
put on. A REVIEWER paid a visit of in- 
spection to the new improvements the other 
day, 
and while his expectations had been 


raised to a high pitch by tbe many favorable 
reports he had heard, the reality was so far 
beyond imagination that the supreme feel- 
ing was of wonder and admiration at the 
amount of work that human energy could 
accomplish in so short a time.

Underneath will be stands 
the privileges for which are to be disposed 
of. To the north of the amphitheater 
is tbe stand for selling ot pools, and on the 
south is a ladiet' toilet '<»om.

CENTRAL ILLINOIS CIRCUIT. 


Early in its existence arrangements were 


made with the racing associations of Peoria, 
Bloomington and Springfield for the forma- 
tion of what is now known as the Central 
Illinois circuit, and a series of dates for 
meetings were arranged, so that the same 
horses could be entered at these four places, 
one after the other. The dates for the 
spring meetings were arranged as follows:

DECATUR'S FIRST MEETING. 


The combined purses offieied by the cir- 


cuit amount to over $25,000, but as the 
management was determined to make De- 
catur's first meeting an undoubted success 
the purses for Decatur alone are 80,500, 
more than either Bloomington or|Peoiia. 
The time for final entries expires July 1st, 
but enough is already known to wairant 
the prediction that the first meeting of the 
Decatur Trotting association will be one of 
the most noteworthy turf eventb in the his- 
tory of the state.
